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THE  BRITISH  iiPPLE  FaRISIT 

American  apple  prices  on  the  Liverpool  auction,  V/ednesday  October  29,  were 
maintained  on  about  the  samo  levels  as  last  v/eek,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Fred  A.  Motz,  Eruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for 'the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.     These  prices  are  considerably  belov/  those  ruling  at  this 
time  last  year  for  boxed  apples.     The  fruit  was  in  generally  good  condition  ex- 
cept NeviT  York  Baldwins ,  most  of  v/hich  were  slack.     Supplies  of  Ai'nerican  apples 
were  light  except  for  York  Iraperials  and  boxed  Jonathans  and  ITewtov/ns,  which 
v7ere  in  moderate  siipply.     The  aarket  was  active  for  barrels  and  moderately  active 
for  boxes.    Inquiry  was  especially  good  for  barreled  York^,  Romes,  Jonathans  and 
boxed  Oregon  ITewtowns  .    Boxed  Washington  Jonathans  and  California  ITewtowns  met 
a  slower  market  than  last  week. 

Supplies  of  American  pears  'Were  liberal  and  in  good  condition.     The  market 
was  active,  prices  ruling  slightly  below  those  of  last  week.    Present  prices  are 
below  those  paid  at  this  tine  la;st  year. 

Apples  were  in  moderate  supply  on  the  London  market.     The  barreled  offer- 
ings were  largely  Canadian  frait.     Ina_uiry  was  generally  moderate  for  most  bar- 
reled varieties  but  slower  for  boxes,    iuueri can  apples  were  in  good  contition 
with  the  exception  of  Washington  Jonathans,  supplies  of  which  were  in  only  fair 
condition.     In  most  cases  the  London  prices,  v/ore  lov/er  than  current  Liverpool 
prices  and  below  those  paid  in  London  last  week.    Prices  paid  for  U.So  ITo.  1 
Virginia  apples  wore  as  follows:     Yorks ,  2  inch,  $5.c5  to  $5.C4  per  barrf>;l,  2  i 
inch,  $5.35  to  $5.84;  Ben  Davis,  2  ^  inch,  $4.C2  to  $o,o5;  C-ano,  2  ^  inch, 
$5.35  to  $5.60;    U'inesaps,  2  inch,  $5.84  to  $6.33;     Stayman,  2  ^  inch,  $5.35  to 
$5.84;  Jonathans,  2  \  inch,  $5.84  to  $6.33;  and  Grimes,  2  inch,  $5.35  to  $5.84 
per  barrel;    U.S. No.  1,  2      inch,  Rhode  JhiiO.nd  Greenings  from  New  York  sold  at 
$4.62  to  $4.87  per  barrel.    Extra  Fancy  150/ 175  <7ashington  Jonathans  sold  at 
$1.82  to  $1.95  per  box,  Extra  Fancy  lC3/s;-.>allor  at  $2-01  to  $2.25,    Fancy  150/175 
at  $1.70  to  $1.89  and  Fancy  108/smaller  at   "$^.01  to  $.2.07  per  box.     The  Extra 
Fancy  150/175  grade  Oregon  ITewtowns  sold  at  $3.16  to  $3.28  per  box,  Extra  Fancy 
188/smaller  at  $2.98  to  $3.04  and  Fancy  183/sualler  at  $2.49  to  $2.55.  Fancy 
California  ITewtowns,  150/l75,  made  $2.01  to  -^2.25  and  the  Fancy  183/si:ia.ller 
sizes  $2.01  to  $2.13  per  box. 

Inquiry  was  active  for  the  liberal  supplies  of  American  pears  on  the  London 
markets.  The  fruit  was  in  good  condition.  Prices  were  similar  to  those  paid  in 
Liverpool  but  sligiitly  lower. 

Mr  .  ^Motz  reports  that  considerable  qi:iantities  of  iTova  Scotian  apples  are 
being  snipped  to  France.    Apple  snipments  from  Russia  are  not  expected  to  be  as 
large  as  last  year,  when  something  over  400,000  boxes  were  exported,  owing  to  the 
good  local  demand  in  Russia  and  to  shortage  of  packages.     The  outlook  continues 
good  for  Aiaerican  apples  in  Continental  Europe.
